Au-dra j * certa inly holds the palm for 
queer anu uncouth a nima ls, says The 
Literary Digest. 
Chief among these is 
the duckbill or ornithorhynohus, which 
Sydney Smith dt -cribed as “ a kind of 
mole with webbed feet and the bill of a 
duck, which agitated Sir J oseph Banks 
and rendered him miserable from his 
utter ina bility to decide whether it was 
a bird or a beast. “ It wa s only recently 
that it wa s proved beyond a doubt that 
this curious annual lays eggs like a 
bird, though this had long been reported 
by travelers. Now comes the news that 
it has a sting on its hind leg, capable of 
killing by its poisonous effects. 
We 
quote from The Lancet: 
“ For a long time it wa s considered to 
be quite harmless and destitute of any 
weapon of o lie use, although the bind 
legs of the males were armed w ith a 
powerful 
spur, apparently connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion wa s ad 
vauccd tiiat this might be a weapon a l­ 
lied to the poisonous armory of snakes, 
scorpions and bees, all of which possess 
a sort of hypodermic poison syringe. 
Though one sot of observers asserted 
that thi* was the ease, another set de 
uied it, and so Dr. Stuart determined to 
solve this question, it possible. 
He re­ 
ceived two independent accounts which 
coincided peifectly, aud from them he 
concludes that, at certain seasons at all 
events, tin secretion is virulently poi 
sonons. 
The mode of attack is not by 
scratching, but by lateral inward move 
motifs of the hind legs. 
Two cases are 
reported in dogs. 
One dog was ‘stung ’ 
three times, the symptoms much resem­ 
bling those* of bee or hornet poison. The 
dog was evidently in great pain and 
drowsy, but there w en no tremors, eon 
vulsiens or staggering. 
It is worthy of 
note that a r» rtuin immunity seems ob 
tamable, for the dog suffered less on the 
second occasion and still less on the 
third. Two cases of men being wounded 
are reported, in both of which the a ni­ 
mals were irritated, one by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only. 
The symptoms were the sa me as 
in the dog. 
No deaths are reported in 
huma n b* ings, but four m di g s.'’ 


F I R S T S U N D A Y S C H O O L . 


J o h n W e i i f y ’» I d G eo rg ia A n ted a te# R o b ­ 
ert look« -*’ Fifty Vea rs. 
In recounting the ministra tions of 
J ohn Wesley in Georg ia , where the fa ­ 
mous preacher sowed the first seed* of 
Methodism in America, the Rev. W. J. 
Scott, 
D. 
D ., m The La dies’ Home 
J ournal, cla ims that Wesley established 
the first Sunday school in the world at 
Savannah. 
In connection with his oth 
er labors, which w ere indeed prodigious, 
Wesley, soon after his arrival in Geor­ 
g ia , in 1786, began to provide for the 
Sunday school instruction of the ch il­ 
dren of the parish. His devotion to ch il­ 
dren at times almost a mounted to in 
fatua tion. Children were likewise equal 
ly attached to him, us shown in their 
intercourse with him. 
Both on week 
days and Sabbaths lie gave no little at 
teution to educatiouul work. 
As a pro 
lnnma ry labor on the Sabbath before the 
evening service he required them b 
convene in the church, at which time 
he catechised them thoroughly and fur 
uished them with additional teaching 
trom the Bible itself. 
In the present Wesleyan Memorial 
church in Savannah there is a Sunday 
school room into which hundreds of 
children crowd for Sunday instruction. 
The orig ina l school wa s less in number, 
but it wa s unquestionably the first Sun­ 
day school in the world. 
When taught 
by Wesley, it numbered between 60 and 
75 scholars, but from all accounts there 
were few if any Indian boys in Ins ear 
lier classes. A very high authority, Sir 
Charles Reed, M. P., LL. P., of Eng ­ 
land, is clea rly of the opinion that this 
Sunday school wa s the first founded in 
the world, and that it ante d a tes hy a 
half century the secular instruction of 
Robert Ra ikos at Gloucester, Eng la nd, 
as w ell as the first school in America 
upon K a ikes’ plan which wa s estab 
J ished in the city of N ew York.

Nothing in a ship becomes so closely 
identified 
with 
her 
throughout

whole career as the ship’s bell. Officers 
and crew come and go; masts, decks, 
engines and boilers become old and are 
replaced by new ones; hut from the day 
that she first glide s into the w a te r the 
same ship’s bell remains always a part 
of her, m arking her progress all over the 
world, and finally going down with 
her to a lonely grave at the bottom of 
the sea, or surviving her as a cherished 
souvenir of her existence and achieve­ 
ments. 
< >n a man-of-war the bell is 
usually inscribed with her nam e and 
the date of her launching, and as it is 
j 
probable that if m ay some day become i 
a memento of a glorious history the hell 
is often the subject of special care in 
casting or 
selection. 
Sometimes the 
hundreds of workmen who have built 
the great ship contribute each a silver 
coin to he melted and molded into a 
hell, which shall he the token of their 
love for the obj< rt of their creation and 
ilieir infer» st in her future career. 
Of­ 
ten tin* people of the city or state after 
which a man of w a r is named may pre­ 
sent to her a magnificent hell, appropri­ 
ately ornamented and inscribed with 
words of good will and good wishes. 
Such a lu ll is usually presented with 
ceremony after the ship goes into com­ 
mission. 
S hips’ hells in general are made of 
bronze, like other bolls. 
The addition 
uf silver in their composition 
gives 
them a peculiarly clear and musical 
tone. 
They are placed in such a posi­ 
tion on the upper » leek that, they may
